“The object in going out of the way 
to attack the new county movement 
is very evidently plain propaganda 
for consolidating Fulton and DeKalb 
counties, rather than putting it on 
the higher plane that the wishes of 
the localities concerned = shonid 
govern. 

“Comparisons with other states 
where conditions are different do not 
prove anything, but as such refer- 
ences were made in the brief, it may 
be mentioned that in North Carolina, 
having counties 50 per cent larger 
than Georgia, the local tax burden 
has increased 259 per cent since the 
world war.
